The past few years have developed

(the horse) and his teeth. Sometimes the 
teeth of a horse present irregularities, 
some of the teeth are too long, or become 
ragged. As a consequence, the tongue or 
cheeks are wounded, and the horse eata 
impel fectiy, has pain, drops or "quits" his 
food. 
Whenever this condition is found, 


if ttie difficulty does not mend itself, the 
long teeth should be extracted if loose, or 
be tited ckmn, and the points of the ragged 
teeth smoothed off. Decayed teeth pio- 
duce similar symptoms; in addition, a bad 
femell exudes 1'ioiu the mouth ; stringy 
saliva (lows away in large quantities, and 
the eyes may be iniiamed. If allowed to 
remain, ttie fang may become diseased, 
the socket and gum inflamed, or au absees 
formed, andu portion of the jaw-bone may 
die. 
If in the upper juw, the matter may 


burst into the nose and be discharged.

WENTY-FIVE years ago to-ilay 
the great banking house of Jay 
Oooke & Co., of Philadelphia, Xew 
Yoik anil London, which had, like 


a financial Colossus, stride!) two decades 
of the most important periods of tbe 
century, announced that it could uot 
meet ua obligations. The shock was 
tell like the tremor of an earthquake 
over the eiviliiwd world. The failure of 
Jay Cooke .So Co. and what followed is a 
somewhat familiar story. 
Jyy Cooke 


himself is to-day the only living great 


tire of that cataatiophe and ot nil the 


men who were originally in the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad scheme, which was 
immediately leaponaible for the tailure 
of his banking house, none are alive to- 
day except Mr. Cooke. His seventy- 


Hii yetus appear lo linger lightly upon 


him. 
His hair is as abundant as it was 


sixty-live years ago, when, as a boy, he 
met the old Indian chief Ogonlz in the 
wilda of the Norlhwest, in a territory 
then a trackless wilcleiaeas, trodden only 
by the feet oE the aborigines. 
Mr 


Cooke'a beard is as luxuriant as it was 
in the curly days of '60, but its once dark 
hues have become gray with age. 


Looking at him yesterday, and listen- 


ing to his marvelous stories of enterpriae 
n which not millions, but billions, ot 
dollars were involved, .'t seemed strange 
that this quiet, mild-eyed elderly gentle- 
man should have linked so great a paat 
to our own young generation. It is not 
the province of this story to recite the 
history of the panic which followed tbe 
'allure of Jay Cooke & Co. To quote 
Mr. Cooke himself, "that cnsis was the 
inevitable liquidation of feverish and 
unnatural financial developments in 
which neither our bank nor the backing 
institutions of the country were respon- 
sible," and he added, with acme empha- 
sis, • Our legitimate enterprises were the 
victims, uot the causes, of this disaster. 
Time has demonstrated that they were 
based upon conditions and apparent cer- 
tainties which only such a financial crisis 
as that of 1S78 could have halted." Such 
is Mr. Cooke's latter-day review of what 
occuired twenty-Bve yeats ago, and ol 
which he was a great p»rt. The fact 
tbat within very recent years creditors 
ot the Jay Cooke & Co. estate in winding 
up their affairs iu connection with it, 
have realized over 100 per cent, from 
those investments, vindicates bis fore 
sight. The times were amiss, not he. 


Mr. Cooke was born in Saudusky, O., 


in 1S21. His father was a member oi 
Congress from that district, and Mr. 
Cooke, after engaging iu mercantile pur- 
auita, moved to Philadelphia to become 
a banker's clerk, aud at the early age of 
eighteen was made the confidential and 
financial representative of E. W. Clark 
\. Co , then one of the foremost banking 
houses of the city.. Within three years 
he became a paltrier, in the Cum. He 
made morey rapidly for himself and tor 
hia firm. 


In 18.38 he retired from the banking 


business aucl became interested in large 
railroad enterprises, some of them in the 
western part of Pennsylvania and some 
f them in the great Northwest, a region 


dear to his memory and destined to be- 
:orae the theatre of the most fateful 
ivenl of his life—the inception of the 
N01 thorn Pacific Railroad. During Ibis 
period Mr. Cooke negotiated the sale o! 
bhe Pennsylvania State Canal, which 
eventually led to the consolidation of one 
of, if not the greatest railroad systems of 
the woild—the Pennsylvania Railroad. 
Speaking of his relations with the North- 
ern Pacific, Mr. Cooke said yesterday. 


When with a viow to lhat entei prise 1 


first looked over the great Northwestern 
section, the buffaloes roamed there un- 
molested and the Indians sought thei) 
game without interference from any 
white man. Here aud Ihere were palches 
of settlements like a spot of sunshine 
through Ihe deep foliage of a forest. 
From Lake Supeiior to the Pacific coast 
these settlements were so far apait tbat 
it required three months for conimuni 
cation fiotn one to tbe other. To-dav 
n that region there are comfortably 
located seven millions of people. It was 
not veiy long before that period when 
Mr Meeker, trie founder of the city oi 
Meeker, on Puget Sound, went out as a 
boy to blaze the way for a settlement 
under the survey of G-eueral Stevens, 
who really deserves to be remembered as 
the pioneer of the great Northwestern 
routes. When I last saw Mr. Meeker, 
who still survives, I think, and who is 
tbe only one of tbat great advance army 
alive to remember it, he dropped into my 
office to consummate a deal in bops, up- 
on which his profits amounted in a few 
days to $100,000. Mr. Meeker, who 
drove the first wagon through the North 
west and pre-empted 640 acres (now a 
part of the town ol Meeker) under the 
special act of Congress, passed to assist 
in uopulating our Northern frontier, is 
to-day workh $3,000,000 " 


I asked Mr. Cooke for bis story of tbe 


inception of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road enterprise. "That project," said 
he, "was really the outcome of the dis- 
pute between tbe United States and 
England as to our Northern boundaries. 
General Stevens was with an engineer- 
ing party sent out to survey a path upon 
which enterprising 
American citizens 


might be induced to settle and form a 
loyal barrier against hostile encroaeh- 
oient from Great Britain. It was then 
that the United Slates Government 
made the extiaordiuary concessions for 
settlers, giving them 640 acres, which 
led Meeker's caravan to Puget Sound. 
Meeker," said Mr. Oooke, facetiously, 
"must be a little older than I am, and 
when I fast saw him his hair was con- 
siderably thinner." 


Mr Cooke is always interesting when 


rerniniscont as to tbe Northern Pacific 
Railroad. "A railroad route acioas tbe 
continent," said he, "was contemplated 
by General Stevens long before tbe Union 
Pacific had been planned. 
You will 


find in General Stevens' report, which is 
a part of the archives of the government. 
a picture of five hundred thousand buf- 
faloes within a compass of fifty thousand 
acres, living contentedly upon the pro- 
ducts of tbe soil in this small section of 
the Red river country. 
This picture 


wits made as an exhibition of the won- 


derful fertility of the Northwest. The 
enormous stretches of wheat fields of 
that country in our day where the buffalo 
then roamed in herds of millions, are 
present justification of the prophecy of 
Geiifcial Stevens and a vindication ot tbe 
wisdom of tbe great Northern Pacific 
enterprise." As it was the failure of 
Mr. Cooke's banking house to meet the 
interest on the bonds ot the Northern 
Pacific twenty-live years ago which led 
to the panic of 1873, the story of the 
Northern Pacific, told for ll>e first lim« 
by Mr. Cooke himself, cannol fail to be 
entei taming. 


Said Mr. Cooke: "Josiah Purbam, of 


Maine, obtained in 1864 a charter trom 
Congress to build a railroad Irom Lake 
Superior to Puget Sound. Mr. Puibdtu 
had a unique idea. He proposed to build 
a railroad without bonds, to obtain the 
capital by selling the slock throughout 
the country, to make a sort ot national 
penny subscription to build a great trans- 
continental railroad. 
Ot course, Mi- 


Purbam's Utopian scheme fell through. 
Years after that, and alter our house 
had completed its coutiacl for raising 
the war levenues tor the government, I 
was asked to consider the development 
of the plan originally contemplated by 
him. 
His charier had iallen into the 


bauds of the following gentlemen, witli 
an lutereal giving to each of the sub- 
scribers one ot twelve shares : 


'Judge Rice, of the Maine Railroad, 


one ahaie; Governor Smith, of Vermont, 
who subsequently became the President 
of tbe Northern Pacific Railroad, two 
shares on behalf of the Vermont Cen- 
tral Railroad; the Chicago and North- 
western Railroad, one abate; Thomas 
A. Scott, J. Edgar Thompson and mj 
partner, Mr. Moorhead, one share; the 
Fort Wajueaud Chicago Railroad, one 
share; the Erie Railway, one shaie; 
John W. Cass, the son ot General Cass, 
of Michigan, one share; James Stinson, 
of Chicago, one share; Frederick Bill- 
ings, one share; C. B. Wright, one share, 
and a syndicate of numerous other gen- 
tlemen, one share. 


'AH dead now," said Mr. Cooke aeu- 


tentiously. 


'At that time,'' he continued, "I was 


ioo much engaged in raising revenue for 
the government to carry on the war, to 
consider this or any other railroad 
scheme; in tact I did not know that my 
partner, Mr. Mooihead, was interested 
n the plan and it was not until 1868 that 
at the solicilalion of Mr. Scott and Mr. 
Moorhead, I agreed lo consider the 
Northern Pacific scheme. Having then 
completed in effect my arrangements 
with the government, 1 was induced to 
look into the Northern Pacific project 
for which my eaily life and knowledge 
of the country had prepared toe." 


Mr. Cooke's projects in floating the 


government loans had naturally given 
him a wide acquaintance with foreign 
bankers. After an agteement with Ihe 
Iwelve original stockholders of Mr. Pur- 
ham's transferred charter, by which he 
came in possession of a newly organized 
company with twenty-four shares, ol 
which he originally controlled twelve 
and subsequently acquired the coutroll- 
ng interest by tbe purchase of the 
Chicago and Northwestern interest, he 
began to eon.sider the question of capital 
The otiginal charter provided for no 
bonds, and it became necessary to have 
A special act of Cougreas passed author 
zing the issuing of a bonded indebted- 
ness. To accomplish this it was neces- 
sary to meet a tremendous opposition 
:rom tbe Union Pacific Railroad syndi- 
cate. Accomplished, however, it Cnallj 
was. This done, there was a meeting 
leld at Ogontz, Mr. Cooke's PuiUdel- 
phia home, at which one of the cbiet 
igures was Baron Geroll, the German 
Minister lo the Uiiited States, and ac- 
companying him were a number of tbe 


•ealesl bankers of Germany. 
Here, 


Ihe Northern Pacific scheme was talked 
over, and upon that evening Mr. Cooke 
was given an exchange on Amsterdam 
for $300,000 in gold as a mere guarantee 
for an agreement that the bankers pres- 
et would contribute $50 000 000 to build 
tbe Northern Pacific. The negotiations 
went on, and in the meantime, the house 
of Jay Cooke & Company held thia $500,- 
000 of gold in its vaults. Two days be- 
fore the outbreak of the Franco-Pruasian 
war, 
Mr. Cooke received a cable notify- 


ing him that the $50,000,000 would, with 
in lorty-eigbt hours, be on deposit in a 
well-known banking house in London 
Thus the inception of the Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad ou the broad basis planned 
by Mr. Cooke and his friends appeared 
to be assured, but durijg these interven 
ing days war was declared between 
France and Prussia, and the guarantee 
of fifty millions fell through. 


'What," said I to Mr. Cooke, "did 


you do with that $500,000 in gold ?" 


"Why," said he, "we paid that back." 
But Mr. Cooke and his friends still 


had uot lost faith in their Northwestern 
enterprise. A pool of $5 600,000 waa 
formed and the road was built for two 
hundred and fifty miles from Duluth to 
the Red river, on the credit of Jay Cooke 
& Company. As a matter of trilling de- 
tail which may interest people of small 
means, it may be stated tbat tbe firm 
received six bundled thousand dollars 
in addition to commissions in this trans- 
action. Then the road was finished to 
Bismarck, four hundred and fifty miles. 
In the meantime, however, another one 
ot those untoward accidents, which ap- 
peared to always stumble in the way of 
the Northern Pacific, happened. A syn- 
dicate bad been formed in London to 
turnish twenly million dollars to con- 
tinue the road. Tbe money was actually 
deposited, "But," remarked Mr. Cooke, 
with something like a sad smile, "just 
then the dispute between tbe United 
States and Great Britain over tbe Ala- 
bama claims reached a critical stage." 
War, or something like it seemed inev 
it/able, and for a second time the whole 
brunt of the enterpriae was thrown back 
upon Mr. Cooke's hands, and it was these 
luckless circumstances which finally led 
the bouse of Jay Cooke & Company front 
to front with the crisis of 1873. 
"Our 


suspension," said Mr. Cooke, "waa tbe 
result of sucb misfortunes in the face of 
an inevitable stringency in the money 
market. The result of an unnatural ex- 
pansion of speculation resulting from a 
post-war period." 


Mr. Cooks'e trust in posterity is, how- 


ever, in the consolation tbat the house 
of Jay Cooke & Company will ba better 
remembered from, its connection with 
tbe work it accomplished m raising the 
"sinews of war," the money necessary tp 
carry on the operations of the govern- 
ment in tbe great rebellion, than for any- 
thing else. "Enormous as tbe figures 
may appear, it is a fact that in one year, 
during which Mr. Cooke was the note 
financial agent of the government, Jay 
.Cooke & Company transacted a business 


of three thousand million dollars. This 
was the year in which the-7-30 govern- 
ment loans were floated. Within less 
than five months of tbat year, Jay Cooke 
& Company paid to the United States 
Government eight hundred and thirty 
million dollars in gold. Indeed, tbe re- 
putation of Mr. Cooke and his place in 
history will probably be fixed by these 
enormous negotiations for tbe govern- 
ment during the civil war. Mr. Cooke 
may not inaptly be compared with Rob- 
erV Morris, for what Morris did for 
Washington, Jay Cooke did for Lincoln 
and Stantou. 


At the outbreak of the war, Ihe nation- 


al government found it necessary to 
raise at times tbree millions of dollars a 
day. Chase, Fessenden and McCulloch 
had exhausted all their ingenuity, and 
finally Mr. Cooke waa called upon and 
appointed sole fiscal agent of the gov- 
ernment. 
General Grant, himself, at 


the conclusion of the war, in a letter to- 
day in the possession ol Mr. Cooke, said 
tbat to his efforts tbe nation was indebt- 
ed for the means that rendered rnililary 
success possible. There ia also in Mr. 
Cooke's possession a very unique lettei 
from Mr. Chase, then Secretary of the 
Treasury, daled 1861, in which in con- 
nection with the authority to negotiate 
tbe large loans necessary for the govern- 
ment's safety, the Secietary Eave him this 
very curious authorily : "You are here- 
by authorized to expend one hundred 
dollars lor advertising m connection 
with these loans." Probably thia is the 
cheapest advertising scheme on record. 
1 have tbe word of Mr. Cooke for it that 
within twenty four hours alter receiving 
this communication he was compelled to 
expend ten thousand dollars in advertis- 
ing on hia own account m connection 
with this loan. 


When Mr. Cooke chooses to be remi- 


niscent, he has a fund of anecdotes 
which should some day make a book. 
Among his personal friends were Horace 
Greeley, Abraham Lincoln, Secretary 
Chase, Tfaos. A. Ssott and J. B'lgar 
Thompson, o£ the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road ; John Thompson, the first presi- 
dent of the First National Bank of New 
York, General Grant, and not least of 
them all, Samuel J. Tilden. Mr. Cooke 
relates the following story of these days, 
never told in type until now. In 1870 
Mr. Scott, J B. Moorhead, Chief Jus 
lice Chase, Horace Greeley and others as 
well known, went up to Sterling, New 
York, where a syndicate in which each 
of the gentlemen was interested bad 
been iormed for the purchase of the iron 
mines to-day in control of the Sterling 
Iron Company. ' Old Peter Townsend, 
God preserve his great heart I "said Mr. 
Jooke, "now dead, was the original own- 
;r of the property. Townsend was a 
character. 
Wbat is now Sterling was 


then a small place and there was at that 
time a solitary hotel there, "Tbe Man- 
sion House." Upou this memorable oc- 
casion an elaborate dinner was prepared 
by Mr. Townsend, and in the rneuu were 
recited various brands of wines-and 
other liquors. Mr. Greeley was notori- 
ously abstemious and it was no surprise 
to the party at tbe Mansion House when 
tbe veteran editorot the Tribune quietly 
disappeared from the dinner table. Mr. 
Jreeley's old white overcoat was in those 
times almost as famous as Napoleon's 
surtout and cocked hat hart bi>en fifty 
years before. 
It happened thai Mr. 


Townsend also had a white overcoat 
very similar in size and cut to that of 
Mr, Gieeley. There was, however, this 
difference. In one of the pockets ol Mr. 
Towtisend's coat there rested a long 
necked well filled bottle of 
prime 


whiskey. Mr. Townsend lingered at the 
table from which Mr. Greeley had de- 
parted, and Mr. Greeley by mistake ap- 
propriated Mr. Townsend's overcoat. 
Dinner over, there waa no special sur- 
prise at Mr. Greeley's absence, but Mr. 
Icott discovered the disappearance of 
Mr. Townsend's overcoat and, knowing 
Mr. Greeley's ab?eno-mindedne33, guess- 
ed at the truth. lie then conceived the 
idea of a practical joke into which the 
otber gentlemen, including Mr. Chase, 
eagerly 
entered. 
Assisted 
by Mr. 


Cooke, tbe party went in quest of Mr. 
Greeley. They found him with hammer 
in hand, engaged in diasecting a bit ot 
iron ore, oblivious of all tbinga except 
the particular business of the moment, 
and entirely unconscious of the fact that 
he waa in poasession of Mr. Townsend's 
overcoat from the pocket of which pro- 
truded 
Mr. 
Townsend's 
botUe of 


whiskey. Mr. Greeley waa apprehend- 
ed, conducted back to the Mansion 
House, and with Mr. Townsend as chief 
prosecutor and Mr. Chase as presiding 
judge, with a jury of eight millionaires, 
was arraigned and tried upon these sev- 
eral counts: 


First. For the felonious abstraction 


and purloining of an overcoat, the prop- 
erty of one Peter Townsend. 


Second. The maintaining of a place 


for the drinking of vinous and spirituous 
liquors without the payment oCalicense, 
against the laws and statutes provided 
by the State of New York. 


Third. 
For the moral iniquity of 


drinking spirituous liquors iu a solitary 
place, "sub rosa " 


Upon all of these counts Mr. Greeley 


was convicted and solemnly sentenced 
by Judge Chase to supply the party upon 
tbe next convenient occasion with a wine 
dinner. 


He paid tbe fine. 
When Mr. Cooke closed the doors of 


his banking house, he was practically 
stripped of every dollar acquired in thirty 
years of his extraordinary career. To 
use his own words, "I lost five millions 
of dollars in one day." He rented a 


small office and began life anew as a 
broker. Mr. Cooke to-day is a million- 
aire. He managed to make both ends 
meet, so to speak, for some years in rail- 
road enterprises, and accumulated some 
money. His credit was good. One day 
Mr. George Edgerton, whose services 
Mr. Cooke had found useful in tbe days 
of the Rebellion, in strengthening tbe 
credit of the government abroad (but 
who himself bad met with financial re- 
verses), stepped to Mr. Cooke's desk and 
laid before him a proposition for the 
puichaseof certain silver mines in Utah. 
The idea of investing in mines was not 
an attractive one to Mr. Cooke, who was 
more particularly engaged in seeking to 
develop new railroad enterprises then in 
contemplation by himself and some of 
his friends. Mr. Edgerton, however, 
waa persistent and persuasive, and finally 
induced Mr. Cooke not only to consider 
the Utah investment, but to interest 
some of bis moneyed friends in the 
scheme. As a result, Mr. 'Jooke accom- 
panied Mr. Edgerton to Salt Lake and 
visited the region in which the mines 
were located. These mines, well known 
since as the "Horn Silver Mines," were 
controlled by four miners who had faith 
in their claims, but who would not agree 
to anything which did not contemplate 
the building of a railtoad of 170 miles 
from York, on the Union Pacific Rail- 
road, to their property. After consider- 
able negotiation, Mr. Cooke paid a sec- 
ond visit lo Ulali, in company with Mi 
Jay Gould, Sidney Dillon and olhers, 
and an arrangement was made by which 
Mr. Gould and Ihe Union Pacific agreed 
to pay one-half of the cost of the road, 
Mr. Dillon one-fonrth and a number of 
Mormon capitalists the other fourth. 
That road was built within four months 
and within ten dollars of the estimated 
cost—an extraordinary outcome—aud 
Mr. Cooke, in the transaction, came into 
possession of one-fifth of tbe mine prop- 
erty. In thia transaction, thus briefly 
recalled, Mr. Cooke laid the foundation 
of his present fortune, netting nearly a 
million dollars. Upon their first visit to 
the mines over the road from Salt Lake 
to York, Mr. Edgerton, tbe promoter of 
the scheme, overtried his stomach at din- 
ner and dropped dead on the tram. 
Mr. 


Gould, Mr. Cooke and Mr. Dillon were 
tlie chief witnesses of this unhappy de- 
nouement, and assisted in preparing Mr. 
E'lgerton's body for removal to his Illi- 
nois home. 
Mr. Elgerton's brother, 


who is still alive, was under the Cleve- 
land administration somewhat famous as 
a Labor Commissioner. "Pony Express" 
across the plains, tbe celebrated stage 
dnver Majors accompanied Mr. Cooke's 
party and piloted the little group of cap 
italists from York to the Frisco mines, 
which in a few years made fortunes of a 
million for each of the parlies to the 
transaction. Mr. Cooke baa long since 
disposed of his interest in that mine, and 
now rests after an eventful life, often in 
the enjjymentof hunting and fishing in 
some of the yet unpopulated byways on 
the lake coasts, where he contemplates 
in a ripe old age with equanimity the 
struggles of the great financiers who 
have followed him. 


Almost everybody has heard o£ Proc- 


tor Knott and his famous apostrophe 
delivered in Congress to the "Zenith 
City of the Unsalted Seas"—Duluth— 
then a mere speck on Ihe map. Tina 
speech waa prepared to defeat the enter- 
prise, which has since culminated in the 
completion of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road, arid recalled to Mr. Cooke's mind 
the fact that the present town of Superi- 
or, opposite Duluth, was founded with 
Ihe idea of superseding Saratoga as a 
watering place aud a resort for Southern 
summer sojonrners. After the Missouri 
Compromise, the slave-holders of the 
South and some of their friends of the 
North became dissatisfied with the table 
service at Saratoga, because free negroes 
were permitted to be waiters at the hotels 
there. Among these gentlemen were 
Vice-President John C. Breckenridge, 
of Kentucky; Governor MeGoflin, of 
Kentucky; Jesse D. Brice, of Indiana; 
James Stinson, John L. Dawson, Thos. 
A". Scott (Afterwards president of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company), and 
olhers equally well known, who went up 
to Lake Superior and founded Superior 
Events not then contemplated prevented 
the realization of their hopes, but a pro- 
jected railroad from St, Paul to Superior, 
in opposition to the schemes of the North- 
ern Pacific, led Mr. Knott many years 
afterward to deliver that speech on Du- 
luth, which, though it made him a na- 
tional figure, missed ita intended mark. 
It was, in fact, the greatest advertise- 
ment that the eastern terminus of tbe 
Northern Pacific Railroad could possibly 
have had, and Mr. Cooke to this day 
chuckles when be recalls that oration. 
He remembers Governor Knott as after- 
wards one of his best and closest friends, 
and in connection with tbe incident 
quotes Burns' well-known line, "The 
best-plans o' mice an' men gang aft 
aglee." 


"What," said I, "do you regard as the 


cause of the recurrence of

but this makes no tremendous demand 
ipon our military or naval forces. 


Aa I write the cable announces the an- 


nexation cf Hawaii, which is more serious, 
but the argument for this baa been tbe 
necessity for holding the only coaling 
station in the Pacific so situated as to be 
issential to any power desirous of success- 
fully attacking our Pacific coast. Until 
the Xicarauga canal is made it is impos- 
sible to deny the cogency of this conten- 
tion . We need not consider it a measure 
of offense or aggression but as strictly 
defensive. The population of the island 
9 so small that national aspirations are 
not to be encountered, which is a great 
matter, nor is it obtained by conquest 
It is ours by a vole of its people, which 
robs its acquisition of many dangers. 
Let us hope that our tar outlying posses- 
sions may end with Hawaii. 


To reduce it to the concrete, the

But to be pii 
fectly frank, it must be stated thai, lull 
coiiflJeuce is entertained in the ability o 
the commission to make such au inquir; 
as the circumstances demand, nor is th 
personnel of the commission all tba 
could have been desiied.

CA1*T. WM. E. MILLER, DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATE 


FOR STATE SENATOR. 


"WiujAv K. Miij.iiR, candidate for State 


Senator, was born on JFebruarj-' Sth, JSIiG, 
at "West Hill, Cumberland county, Pa. 
3J ia parents were Andrew G. and Eleanor 
( Qmberger) Miller. lie grew to manhood 
on the farm and at the breaking out of the 
late civi] war enlisted as a private in Com- 
pany II, 3d Pennsylvania Cavalry. When 
the company was organized he was made 
ita Second Lieutenant and going to tbe 
front he rendered hia country a three-years 
term of hard and ciacgerur.s eervice, 


From the beginning to the end hia 


military career was an active one and 
much might bo svntten rm it, but only a 
few of the more important incidents can 
be dwelt on m this connection. lie wua 
one of the few officers who survived the 
rigid discipline at the training school of 
Camp iMarcy in the winter of 1861-'G2] 
conducted by Colonel Avenl!, a graduate 
of West Point. He took a celebrated part 
iu tbe peninsular campaign, receiving hia 
baptism of rire at Yorktown. 
After the 


evacuation of the defences at Yorktown bis 
regiment followed haid on theheelaof the 
Confederates until they weredriven behind 
Fort Magruder at Williamsburg, and when 
driven fiora that position followed them 
in hotpureuit until bej'ond the Cbickii- 
hominy. Then followed a period of pre- 
parations for the capture of .Richmond 
during which Lieutenant Miller was em- 
ployed in hunting out the roads which 
lead to the James River and making maps 
of thpm. 
While thus engaged his duty, 


at times, led him as much as twenty miles 
into the enetny'8country,which fact is a 
matter of records in"Batt!ee and Leaders 
of the Civil War," volume 2, page 4,il. 
In the peniusnler Campaign he met the 
Count de Paris and a friendhhip sprang up 
between the two winch lusted until the 
death of that distinguished French coldier 
and author. 


At Antietam, September IGth, 18G2, 


Lieutenant Miller led General Hooker's 
advance across Antietam Creek and drew 
the firfit fire of the enemy in that famous 
and bloody battle. For this daring action 
he was promoted to the captaincy of his 
company over all the first lieutenants in 
the regiment. 


In the campaigns of IS(/I Captain Miller 


took conspicuous part in the battles of 
Brandy Station, A Idle, Middlebnrg and 
Upperville, and at Gettysburg, on July 3d, 
won dmtirction by making a timely charge 
and bieaking the flank of Wadu Hamp- 
ton's command in its attempt to turn the 
extreme right of the Union Army. This 
charge was made in violation of orders but 
the supreme importance of making It and 
the brilliancy of ita execution were recog- 
nized by the government in awarding him 


medal of honor. The following fa the 


extract from the Secretary of War in for- 
warding this medal of honor : 


"At Gettysburg, July 3d, 1863, this 


officer, then Captain 3d Pennsylvania 
Cavalry and commanding a squadron of 
four troopa of this regiment, seeing an 
opportunity to strike in flank an attack- 
ing column of the enemy's cavalry that 
was then being charged in front, exceed- i 
ed his owu instructions and without or- | 


dera led a charge of his squadron upon 
the flank of the enemy, checked his at- 
tack and cut off and dispersed the rear 
of hia column." 
The revenue side of the medal bears tbe 


following inscription ; 


"The Congress to Captain W. K. Mil- 


ler, Company II, 3d Pennsylvania Cav- 
alry, for {gallantry at Gettysburg, July 
*i,l, 18C3."~ 
The following extract ia taken from 


"Organization and Tactics," by Arthur L. 
Waguer, U. -y. A., pages 187 and 222 : 


At Hsilaklava a heavy force of liusfian 


Cavalry advancing to attack the British 
Heavy Brigade, deliberately slackened 
its pace before contact and received a 
counter charge at a halt. In this action 
the Hank of the RuFFian Cavalry \vas ex- 
posed to the Night Brigade, wliose Com- 
mander, Lord Cardigan, failed to avail 
Imneelf of the opportunity thus preaent- 
ed because hia ordeis did not contem- 
plate such acuon; but lie afterwards 
engaged in a heroic but spneele?s charge 
on the Russian batteries which furnish- 
ed a themp for pnetn but not a model for 
a cavalry general. In the ereut cavalry 
Jnitilp at deuyisbnrg, Captain Mil lor of 
the Third Ptnna. Cavilry, Keeing an 
opportunity to strike Wade Hampton's 
column in flank as it was charged in 
front by Ouster, turned to his Lieuten- 
ant with the remark: 
'I have been 


ordered to hold this position, but, if you 
will back rue up in cane 1 am court- 
martialed for disobedience, I will order 
a charge.' The charge was opportune 
and effective and no mention of a court- 
martial was ever made. 
Miller's con- 


duct on this occasion is in striking con- 
tr<is6 with that of Ca-digan at Balakla- 
Vd." 
Since the war Captain Miller has been 


engaged i n the march n nti ie buai ness in 
Carli"le. lie is of a retiring disposition, 
but 
unchangeable in 
his convictions. 


Home estimate of the man can be formed 
from the rumatke made by his old com- 
mander, Gen, ]), McM. Gregg, at 
the 


dedication of the Cavalry Shaft at Gettys- 
burg on October 15, ISS-i : 


"Oi course everybody expects to hear 


from Captain Miller, whose name is so 
inffpnrablv and honorably connectPd 
uith our shaft. 
Possibly, having built 


so weil on the very ground on which he 
fought so well, he will try to escane 
talking, which he can do well also 
How pointedly he can write you can all 
attest." 
Jle has long been conspicuous in hi.s 


native county as a Of-niocrat and a party 
vvorker. 
He served twice as Chairman of 


tho Democratic County Committee, once 
in 3877 when the Htato ticket was given 
over one thousand majority, and again in 
ISSS when Cleveland was given a majority 
of <i!)(i over Harrison. 
Jn municipal affairs 


he has long borne a conspicuous part, be- 
ing twice elected Chief Burgess ol Car- 
lisle, fuet m 1SS2 and again in 1833. 
He 


has been a member of the Carlisle Board 
of Health for ten years, hai been Presi- 
dent of the Board since 1894 and is still 
holding the position. 
In Grand Army 


circles he has always been prominent, 
and was the original Cumraander of Post 
201. 
He is a member of the military order 


of the Loyal Legion of the United States, 
and is in every respect a public spirited 
citizen, but this is the first time that he has 
been before the people for public office.

Siaybaugh, of Strabaii township, was 
found dead in bed yesterday morning a- 
5 o'clock.

David Miller, the well-known proprietor 


of the Clennont House, at Blue Ridge 
Summit, died very suddenly last Tuesday 
morning.

He had just returned, 
laid down on the bed, took Borne medicine 
and in ten minutes was dead, his death 
jeing apparently easy.

FARM XOTES. 


Salt in the manure heap will prove 


beneficial. As kainit contains a large 
proportion of salt and also a percentage 
of crude sulphate of potash it may be 
mixed with the manure by turning the 
heap over, care being taken that all 
portions of the manure be sprinkled with 
the kainit. It prevents loss of ammonia 
to a certain extent and adds potash to 
the manure, white salt attracts moisture 
and serves as an aid to prevent "fire- 
fanging" of the manure. 
Whenever 


manure is turned over the coarse ma- 
terials should be placed in the centre in 
order that they may be more quickly de- 
composed. 


The disagreeable duties of winter con- 


sist in working in slush and Dlth in the 
stalls and stables, but which could be 
largely avoided if fine absorbent material 
is used, '.this is an excellent time, before 
the fall rains set in, to store away a 
plentiful supply of dry earth. It costs 
nothing but the hauling and will be 
found very handy and useful in the 
winter season. The leaves should also 
be collected and put under shelter. Oue 
of the valuable aids will be found in the 
fodder shredder, which reduces the stalks 
to the condition of excelsior, enabling 
the cattle to consume much that would 
otherwise be useless, and affording an 
excellent absorbent material at all times. 
The ensilage cutter will also be found 
useful in that respect, as it will pay to 
cut up the food for stock in order that 
all materials going into the manure heap 
may immediately absorb the liquids. 
The stalls will also be dry and warm and 
the work performed with greater com- 
fort. 


1'igs fan-owed this month will get a 


good start before winter. Late pigs are 
liable to be checked by severe cold. The 
most profitable pigs, however, are those 
farrowed in the spring and slaughtered 
late in the fall, as they need not be kept 
over winter. Parmeis do not now give 
much attention to raising pigs fauowed 
in the fall unless they are patrons o£ a 
creamery and have an abundance of 
material for feeding, which only the pigs 
will consume. 


Poor laud can never be improved unless 


something is added to it. It is cheaper 
to allow time in the effort to grow crops 
to be plowed under than to attempt to 
take a scanty crop from the land. When 
tne land is poor the manure should be 
concentiated on smaller areas and allow 
a portion ol the land to go uneropped 
until manure can be given it. Time will 
be saved, however, by using green ma- 
nunal crops and fertilizers. The farmer 
who pays taxes on poor land taxes him- 
self unnecessarily. 


The amount of green food that can be 


grown on one acre is enormous. Experi- 
ments have shown that on an acre there 
may be grown 14 tons of pea vines, 2-1 
tons of peas and oats (grown togethei), 
37 tons of green coin, and three tons of 
second-growth clover, An acre of green 
food will provide more than will live 
acres of ordinary pasture. 


-Eggs are the all-year-around crop. 


Other crops have their harvest, when 
they must be sold at once or stored at 
an expense. With proper care hens are 
like money on interest, work Sundays, 
holidays and rainy days. 
A basket of 


eggs carried in one hand will often bring 
as ruuch money as a load of straw. A 
neighbor hauled a cord of wood to 
market for $2; his wife carried ten dozen 
eggs the same day, which brought $2 50 
A crate of eggs, which can ue taken to 
market in a light vehicle, will fetch as 
much as a load of produce. The cost of 
producing eggs is nothing compared to 
the bard work and expense of producing 
the other. 


The farmer who rents a furtu and 


slights it does not injure the' owner of 
the farm so much as he does himself, us 
he has but a limited time on a rented 
farm to secure the most that is possible. 
To do this he should uae plenty of ma- 
nure and feitilizer. It is true the renter 
enriches the farm for the owner, but he 
vrili get much larger crops and 11 rid him- 
self richer at the end of the year than to 
"skin" the farm.

Crimson clover may be seeded as late 


as this month, but the crop will not be as 
sure as that seeded ill August. As it is 
bettwr to have the land covered in winter 
than to leave it bare use plenty of seed 
on well prepared land in order to 
endeavor to secure a good "catch." 


To have early onions before the spring 


varieties are ready sow the seed of the 
.Egyptian tree onion, and leave the plants 
in the ground all winter. They are 
handy, and if covered with straw, and 
the covering removed in March, the} 
will start off early in the spring and give 
the first crops to be obtained. 


A little digging around newly-planted 


trees, so as to keep the soil loose, 13 bettei 
than piling mulch over them. The soil 
is its own best mulch, and the feeding 
roots come up close to where the digging 
goes, so that a very light rain is helpful 
to them. Where hay or straw is used as 
mulch it often absorbs all the light sum- 
mer showers, while the roots beneath 
have exhausted all the moisture the soil 
contained in spring and are sufl'eiing 
from lack of water. 


An eminent authority on feeding says 


that there are few perfect foods, such 
foods as have each m itself: all the eon- 
gtituents of a good feeding ration. Of 
these, grass is one. "An animal can be 
fattened perfectly on grass if the grass is 
firm enough, and so succulent at the 
same time that tho animal will take all 
it should have, and if the season of such 
pasturage can be sufficiently prolonged " 


Care bestowed upon the calf for the 


first year means a clean gain of a year, 
besides having a stronger, more useful 
animal. Breed up, certainly, but feed 
up also. Work with nature, and a sure 
reward for intelligent, continuous and 
well-directed effort will be yours. Bull 
calvea should receive the same care and 
treatment as heifers. Keep them al ways 
growing, so that they mny be vigorous 
and prepotent. 


Experiments wiilj plant seeds subject- 


ed to extreme cold have shown that the 
power of germination is not destroyed, 
but merely suspended by the cold. By 
the use of liquid air, seeds of barley, oats, 
squash, cucumber, peas, sunflower and 
some other plants were recently kept for 
110 hours at a cold of from 183 to 102 de- 
grees centigrade. They were then care- 
fully and slowly thawed for 50 hours. 
They were then planted and sprouted as 
well as if they had not been frozen.

The 
estimated revenue of the Philippines in 
3894 95 was £2 715 080, the expenditure 
being ^2 656 026. leaving a net result of 
about $300,000. The United States could 
obtain even this trifling sum from tliem 
by oppressing them as Spain has done. 
But, if we take the Philippines wb shall 
be forced to govern them as generously 
as Britain governs her dependencies, 
which means that they will jield us 
nothing, and probably be a scnurreof 
annual expense. 
Certainly they will be 


a grievous drain upon revenue if we con- 
sider the enormous army and navy we 
shall be foiced to maintain upon their 
account. 


Theie are many objections to our 


undertaking the goveiument ol depend- 
euciea ; one I venture to submit as being 
peculiar to ourselves. We should he 
placed in a wrong position. If it be 
a noble aspiiation for th« Indian or the 
Cuban, as it was for the cil.i/.cn of the 
United S'atPsbimself, and forlhe various 
Suiitb American republics once under 
Spain, to have a country to live, and. if 
necessary, to die tor, why is not the re- 
volt noble which the man of the Philip- 
pines has been making against Spain '{ 
Is it possible that the Republic is to be 
placed in the position oC the suppressor 
of the Philippine struggle for indepen- 
dence '{ Surely that is impossible. With 
what face shall we hang m the school- 
house of the Philippines the Declination 
of our own Independence and yet deny 
independence to them 'f What response 
will the heart of the Philippine Islander 
make as he reads the Lincoln Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation V Are we to piacticc 
independence and preach insubordina- 
tion, to teach rebellion iu our hooka, yel 
Co stamp it out with our swords, to .sow 
the seed of revolt and expect the harvest, 
of loyalty ? President McKinley's call 
for volunteers to fight for Cuban inde- 
pendence against the cruel dominion ol 
Spain meets with piompt response, but 
who would answer the call of the Presi- 
dent of an "imperial" republic tor free 
citizens to fight the Washington and 
slaughter the patriots of some distant de- 
pendency which struggles for indepen- 
dency. 


It has hitherto been the glorious mis- 


sion of the Republic to establish upon 
secure foundations Triumphant Democ- 
racy, and the world now understands 
government of the people, by the people 
and for the people. Tires the Republic 
so soon of its mission that it must, per 
forte, discard it to undertake the im- 
possible task of establishing Triumphant 
Despotism, the rule of the foreigner over 
the people, and must the millions of the 
Philippines who have been asseiting 
their God-given right to govein them- 
selves be the first victims of Americans, 
whose proudest boast is that they con- 
quered independence 'f 


If 
we are to compete with other 


nations for foreigu possessions we must 
have a navy like theirs. It should be 
superior to any other navy, or we play a 
second part. It is not ei.ough to have a 
navy equal to that of Kussia orot France, 
for Russia and France may combine 
against us just as they may against 
Uritam 
We at once enter the fleld as 


a rival of Biitam, the chiet possessor of 
foreign possessions, and who can guaian- 
tee that we sliall not even have to 
measure our powei against her. 


Whether the United Slates maintain 


its present unique position of safety 01 
foifeit 
it through acquiring 
foreign 


possession, is to be decided by its action 
in regard to the Philippines ; for, fortu- 
nately, the independence of Cuba is 
assured ; for this the Republic has pio- 
claimed to the world that she has drawn 
the sword. But why should the less than 
two millions of Cuba receive national 
existence and the seven snd a half mil- 
lions of the Philippines be denied it 'i

view we are 


forced to the conclusion that the past 
policy of the Republic is her true policy 
for the future; for safety, for peace, foi 
happiness, for progiess, for wealth, for 
power—tor all that makes a nation 
blessed.

Manners in tlie Nursery. 


The nureery ia the child's microcosm, 


writes Margaret K. Sangsler in IJ<ir)jcr\ 
JSamr. Here he begins to practice those 
gifts and graces which will stand him in 
stead in a later day. Let the little child- 
ren be taught to avoir] the use of slang. 
It is as well that they shall have no espec- 
ial pat plirase, and. that their speech shall 
be refined. They may play as merrily as 
they eboose, but it is well that they shall 
not be too rough or boisterous. In go- 
ing aiound the house children are not 
the gainers i£ allowed to tear from top 
to bottom of the stairs like little savages, Drugs, 
or suffered to shout at the tops of their 
voices or to intenupt conversation. 
A 


well-bred child will bring its toys and be 
neither a trouble or a torment in the 
drawing room where his mother and her 
Friends are talking. 


About children's questions. Asa rule 


they should be answered as fully aud 
clearly as possible, but children should 
not be encouraged in the mere asking of 
a long string of questions simply tor the 
sake of putting themselves in evidence. 
One needs to exercise discretion in ans- 
wering the question that is asked because 
the child really wishes to know, and to 
decide what answer to give them when 
the child is simply determined to be in 
the foreground. It is sometimes best to 
say to a child, very plainly and candidly, 


I cannot explain this to you now; I 


shall do so when you are older." 


English children are kept in the nur- 


sery to an extent almost unknown among 
us. They see their parents less frequent- 
y than do American children. Mamma 
a to them a sweet presiding genius, some- 
hing very like a queen, who comes in 
now and then, to whooi complaints are 
eferred, who is the real sovereign, but 
s not always at the beck and call. The 
soft pillowy bosom of nurse, usually a 
middle aged and comfortable sort of per- 
onage, receives their little heads iu their 
hildish trials and troubles. The nurse 
akes the children to walk ; attends to 
iieir .meals; manages all their little 
flairs. The plan has something to be 
aid in its favor, for certainly a mild 
annered and equable nurse is better 
or a child than a wearied and half-hys- 
terical mother; and, alas ! our nervous 
American women are too often, through 
he pressure of many duties, and partly 
hrough over-conscientiousness, not Gt 
o have the entire charge of their cbil- 
ren; but if the mother can bring her- 
elC to renounce some of the engagement s 
ad occupations which all mo her, aud 
an give herself fully to her children, 
ngaging services in other departments 
ather than in the nursery, the children 
ill be ultimately the gainers.
